How would you like to visit 
a foreign country where the 
only milk obtainable was from 
a water buffalo or where two 
soldiers stood on every street 
corner, each with a tommy 
gun'.’” 

Sarah Ann Smith visited Rio 
de Janeiro. Brazil, this past 
August and was there at the 
time President Quadros re¬ 
signed from office. This time 
was filled with riots, in fact, 
Sarah vividly tells the first 
sight she saw when she reach¬ 
ed Rio. Some 1,000 youths 
were actively demonstrating 
against Communism. There 
was no violence, just young 
people on parade against Com¬ 
munism. According to Sarah 
the people didn’t want the 
vice president to take over 
the country because he was 
a known Communist, and the 
people of Rio want a demo¬ 
cratic government, not a Com¬ 
munistic one 

"The real problem." Sarah 
reported, “is that over one- 
third of the people of Brazil 
have never been inside a 
school. The majority of the 
people don't want Commun¬ 
ism. hut uneducated people 
can he talked into almost any¬ 
thing. The living conditions 
of Rio aren’t good. The city 
was built to house one million 
people, hut it contains 3 1 ■> mil 
lion, at least. Approximately 
one-third of the people have 
never slept in a bed or even 
worn shoes." 

Sarah's father and uncle 
won this trip for her and her 
aunt by selling over their 
quota of G E. appliances. 
There were about 80 others in 
the group that went to Rio. 

“It was a wonderful exper¬ 
ience." Sarah exclaimed. “For 
one thing this was my first 
time to fly Of course, as luck 
would have it. one of the en¬ 
gines of the plane failed and 
we had to lie over in Belem. 
Brazil." 

If we have an idea that 
Americans are bad drivers, 
will want to note that Sarah 
reported she really learned 
the "finer arts of driving a 
car" during the stopover in 
Belem For one thing, when 
a person reaches an intersec¬ 
tion. he must blow his horn 
to have the right-of-way. But 
if two cars decide to take the 
right-of-way at the same time, 
it causes a "messy confusion." 
Also she said the cars pass 
on either side of the road just 
so long as there is a small 
opening 

"One of the most impres¬ 
sive sights that I saw was the 
statue of Christ which looks 
down from Corcovado Moun¬ 
tain onto the city of Rio," Sar- 


•lust as there are many sides to the twist as a 
dance itself, there are many sides to the twist story.

“The people that I met were 
very friendly, and the boys, 
to be honest, were just plain 
flirts, but they helped us in 
any way they could. Many of 
the people can speak and un¬ 
derstand English. However, 
you can make almost all of the 
people understand you by us¬ 
ing sign language. The people 
are interested in American 
ideas and they are also willing 
to tell you facts about their 
country," Sarah marveled. 

She said that she saw her 
first soccer game while in Rio. 
It was played in the largest 
stadium in the world; it con¬ 
tained 200,000 seats. Construe 
tion began in 1956 and is still 
going on. 

“Even though the city of 
Rio has one of the most mod 
ern water purifiers in the 
world," Sarah reported, "we 
weren't allowed to drink any 
water. The water pressure is 
not high enough and the sew¬ 
age backs up into the water 
pipes. Sometimes during the 
day the water is turned off to 
build up the pressure. Neither 
could we drink milk. Their 
milk comes from the water 
buffalo and tastes like sour¬ 
ed American milk. Their cof¬ 
fee is about three times 
stronger than that of Ameri¬ 
cans. I survived on cokes and 
orange juice.” 

She said that some of the 
meat was good and that some 
wasn’t. One day she had a 
steak sandwich that tasted 
like hamburger; then she had 
a hamburger that “didn’t taste 
like anything." 

“Their bread is so hard you 
can't bite or chew it,” Sarah 
reported. “One woman on the 
trip broke a tooth trying to 
cat some 1 just don’t see how 
the people eat that bread." 

Sarah said there were quite 
a few open air markets in Bra 
zil, but she didn’t see any 
flies. She wasn’t sure why. 

“They always gave us plen¬ 
ty to eat," she stated. “One 
morning my aunt ordered eggs 
for breakfast expecting to get 
one egg; they brought her 
six!" 

“I really enjoyed my trip 
to Brazil,” Sarah concluded, 
“but I was certainly glad to 
get back to the United States. 
The first thing I did when I 
got here was to get a glass of 
milk and a chocolate bar. 



Peace Corps Has 
Been Acclaimed 
By Many Nations

In March, 1961, the Peace 
Corps was established b y 
President Kennedy. Since then 
the organization has won 
widespread enthusiasm and 
support among the college 
students of the nation. It has 
been acclaimed by nations a- 
round the world as a great 
step toward universal peace. 

President Kennedy in a spe¬ 
cial message to Congress, 
March 1, 1961, set forth the 
goals and aims of the Peace 
Corps, by saying, “I recom¬ 
mend . . . the establishment 
of a permanent Peace Corps 
—a pool of trained American 
men and women sent overseas 
... to help foreign countries 
meet their urgent needs for 
skilled manpower." 

The Peace Corps then, a s 
President Kennedy stated in 
his message to Congress, will 
consist of volunteer men and 
women proficient in certain 
skills and talents who will be 
sent to foreign countries to 
aid these nations by teaching 
the illiterate, administering to 
the sick, and showing the peo¬ 
ple how to make the most of 
their natural resources and 
farm lands. 

According to Sargent Shri- 
ver, director, the Peace Corps, 
besides helping underdevel¬ 
oped nations will serve the 
equally important purpose of 
teaching those newly-formed 
nations the principles of de¬ 
mocracy and of the American 
way of life and by so doing 
will do much to insure that 
these countries will not b e 
taken over by the commun¬ 
ists. 

Peace Corps Volunteers 
trained in many fields and 
skills are needed. A few ex¬ 
amples of the trained person 
nel needed are: teachers, doc¬ 
tors and nurses, engineers, 
geologists, architects, and ag¬ 
ricultural engineers and eco¬ 
nomists. Those fields which 
have just been listed will, in 
most cases, require a college 
degree. But there are also 
many fields open to people 
who do not have a college de¬ 
gree such as: carpenters, 
foundry technicians, welders, 
heavy equipment operators, 
operators, and machinists. 

The Peace Corps Volunteer 
working in a foreign country 
"can expect t o live simply, 
eat simply, d o their own 
housework, and have plenty 
of hard work." In short, ac¬ 
cording to Shriver,” the PCV 
must be prepared to live at 
generally the same levels as 
nationals doing the same kind 
of work." 

Any American eftizen over 
age 18 may apply for the 
Peace Corps. There is no up 
per age limit. The volunteer 
will not need to know a for¬ 
eign language, although i t 
will be helpful. The PCV, 
during overseas service, will 
receive a monthly stipend 
which will enable him to live 
at the level of their counter¬ 
parts in the host country. Af¬ 
ter completing their Peace 
Corps service, volunteers will 
receive a readjustment allow 
ance of $75 for each month 
of satisfactory service. A 
Peace Corps Volunteer will 
not be exempt from draft but 
he will be deferred for his 
period of service. 

The PCV, before being sent 
overseas, will receive training 
in one of many colleges of 
the US.S. This training per¬ 
iod will last from one to four 
months and will include phys¬ 
ical conditioning, first aid, 
sanitation, and studies in A- 
merican international rela¬ 
tions.
